2. Price:

3. Application:

6. Interest 


The Special Bonds will bear interest at the rate of 5 per cent per annum. Interest 
will be reckoned from the date of commencement of tenure of the Special Bonds and will 

be payable half yearly on September 23 and March 23 till the maturity of the Special

Interest on the Special Bonds will be payable at Public Debt Office, Reserve Bank of 

India, Fort, Mumbai. Interest will be paid after rounding the amount of interest to the 
nearest rupee. 

7. Transferability 

(i) Subject to the provisions of paragraph 4 of the Notification, the Special Bonds 
can be renewed, sub-divided, consolidated, converted and transferred by the holder in 
accordance with the provisions of the Public Debt Act, 1944 and the Public Debt Rules 
1946 framed there under. 

(ii) Notwithstanding what is stated in paragraph 1 hereinabove, there will be no

8. Statutory Provisions 

With respect to any such matter which has not been provided under this 
Notification, the Special Bonds shall be governed by the Public Debt Act, 1944 and the 
Public Debt Rules, 1946 framed there under. 

9. Applicability of Tax Law 

The value of the investment in the Special Bonds and the interest payable thereon 
will be governed by the provisions of tax laws as applicable from time to time. 

10. Eligibility of Bonds 

The investment in the Special Bonds would not be considered as an eligible 
investment by Oil Companies or the banks, other institutions including Financial 
Institutions, Corporations or, any other body to which the Bonds are subsequently 
transferee! as eligible investment which they are required to make in Government 

securities in pursuance of any statutory requirement or, administrative order, as the case 
may be.
